6 o'clock the local weather bureau noted a 
velocity of forty-twa miles an hour, which 
increased to forty-eight miles at 8:30 o'clock. 
That speed kept up for several hours. 


Velocity of Seventy-six Miles. | 

At 10 o' clock the storm center was at Block 
Island, where the barometer showed a pres- 
sure of 28.62 inches, with the wind blowing 
seventy-six miles an hour. At Nantucket 
the barometer was a trifie higher and the 
wind sixty miles. 

Shortly after noon the telegraphcompanies 
began to feel the effects of the storm. As 
wire after wire went down and city after 
city was lost, the repair gangs were notified, 
but owing to the day and heavy storm it 
was long after dark before the full force. 
could be mustered. 


Wreck of Poles Along Erie. 

Late in the afternoon it was reported that 
over one hundred poles along the Erie rail- 
road had gone down, completely putting the 
New York-Buffalo-Chicago wires by that 
route out of service. Recourse for a short 
time was had to wires via Albany and Syra- 
cuse, but a few hours afterward the pressure 
of the ice on the wires carried them, poles 


sie, thereby effectively closing the service. 

The Western Union was able to keep open 
the way to Baltimore, Philadelphia, and 
most places in New Jersey, but business for 
other points, save New England, was only 
accepted subject to delay. 


Trains to Make Repairs. : 

The telegraph officials are unable to state 
the damage until they can communicate with 
the territories affected. Every effort is being 
made to make repairs so that a few wires 
may be opened up to the south and west by 
the time business opens tomorrow. Special 
trains were engaged on most of the roads 
running out of Jersey City and Hoboken and 


repairing gangs. Owing to the completeness 
of the theup the men do not expect much 
progress on repairs until daylight enables 


them to examine thoroughly the extent of the 
damage. 


Many Boats Ashore. 
Tonight the ferryboat Port Norris, run- 
ning between College Point and Ninety-fifth 
street, Manhattan, went ashore or rocky 
ledge mn Bowery bay. There were ten passen- 
pers and the crew aboard. Owing to the heavy 
sea it was impossible to send wrecking boats, 
but a police boat has gone to the rescue. 
Late in the evening a freight barge, ap- 
parently unloaded, was blown ashore during 
the height of the gale in Sandy Hook bay, 
off the old dynamite battery. The vessel lies 
in a bad position, with every sea sweeping 
the decks. The life savers are standing by, 
but are unable to board the wreck. The fate 
of the crew is unknown. 


Battleships Have Two Anchors Out. 

Owing to the high seas in the upper har- 
bor the ferryboats to Staten island were 
compelled to tie up. 

The battleships Maine and Missouri, which 
are lying in the roadeted off Tompkinsville, 
steam up and 
double anchors out. 

At Bellevue hospital a tent occupied by 
eighteen tuberculosis patients was lifted by 
the wind and the suffering people were ex- 
posed to the elements. They were removed 
to the hospital as soon as possible, although 
most of them were drenched to the skin. 


Crew May Be Lost. 

Wood's Hole, Mass, Nov. 18.— The two 
masted schooner Earculartus, Capt. Nason 
of Rockland, Me., went ashore about three- 
quarters of a mile west of Tarpaulin cove, 
on the island of Naushen, off the Massa- 
chusetts coast. 

At sunset the seas were breaking over the 
craft, masthead high. No trace of the crew 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 13.—{8pecial.)—Harry 
Thaw, son of the millionaire Pittsburg fam- 
ily, who married or did not marry Evelyn 
Nesbit, the artist model and chorus girl 
in Paris, has at last consented to give her up. 

Up to the time his family received the 
news of his escapade in Paris Harry Thaw 
had an income of $77,500 per year. This his 
family threatened to cut off. The young man 
has decided that even Evelyn Nesbit can- 
not compensate him for the loss of $6,458.33% 
per month. 

A messenger who arrived from the east 
within the last forty-eight hours from young 
Thaw is empowered to make terms of peace 
with the family. The family is willing to 
accept the young man's profession of re- 
pentance at face value and has decided, it 
is said, to restore his income of $77,500 per 


year. . 
How Much Does Evelyn Get? 

Evelyn Nesbit is yet to be reckoned with. 
It seems to be understood that the Agure she 
will demand for releasing Harry Thaw will 
be fully as handsome as herown. Some time 
ago she allowed a rumor to drift into Pitts- 
burg that for $250,000 she would go far from 
the Thaws. This is the message which called 
down on Harry Thaw the last bunch of fam- 
ily wrath and which brought things to a 
head. 

Harry Thaw hasn't $250,000. He has a 
yearly income, but that is usually spent be- 
fore he gets it, and the prospect of the family 
digging for that sum caused all the trouble. 


Says $250,000 Is Too Much. 


In the message of peace sent by Harry he is 
quoted as saying $250,000 is by far too much, 
even for Evelyn. He is willing to go a cer- 
tain distance to become disentangled, but he 
won't give that price. He has told the fam- 
ily that he is sad and sorry, and if the peo- 
ple at home will lend a helping hand and get 
him out of this scrape he will not do any- 
thing like it again. 

A messenger will be sent to New York after 
a family conference, but there will be noth- 
ing like $250,000 for Evelyn, whether she be 
Mrs. Harry K. Thaw or plain Miss Nesbit. 
Harry is to be helped, however. 


Wants Discount for Cash. 

Mrs. Thaw spent a million to keep him from 
getting married where and when she didn't 
want him to, and no matter what his status 
is with Miss Nesbit, no matter what claim she 
has on him, he is to be taken out of pawn on 
condition that he remain good, and that it 
don’t cost $250,000. Mamma Thaw will ask 
a discount for cash at least. 

The Thaws have become more gecretive 
than usual since the official returns from the 
Paris escapade have been received. They 
now know whether or not the young man was 
married to the ex-chorus girl, Evelyn Nesbit, 
on that wild night in Paris, but they will not 
tell. 


MOB IN RIO DE JANEIRO 
BATTLES WITH THE TROOPS. 


Anti-Vaccination Riots Result in Death 
of Twelve, Injury to Sixty—Water 
and Gas Mains Cut. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 13.—The opposi- 
tion to the compulsory vaccination law led 
to rioting today in which, it is reported, a 
dozen persons were killed and sixty injured. 

Troops repeatedly charged the mob, bar- 
ricades were erected, water and gas mains 
were cut, plunging the city into darkness, 
and street cars were burned. 

The demonstration had every characteristic 
of revolution. The president's palace was 
strongly guarded till midnight. An inter-

She and a male 
companion were sitting on the back of a 
three seated vehicle, their feet hanging over 
the rear, when her dress was caught in the 
chain and she was thrown off and dragged 
a considerable distance along the pavement.

NEW BRA FOR ROSSI. 


WAVE OF LIBERALISM SWEEPING 
OVER THE EMPIRE. 


Movement Is Neither Radical Nor Revo- 

Intionary—Is Directed by the Influ- 
ence of the Successor of Von Piehve 
—Many Reforms Ac plished—Ban- 
ishment Abolished, Exiles Allowed 
te Return—Greater Liberty tor the 
Press—Hope for Finland. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 18.—Russia is 
facing a great internal crisis which in the 
minds of intelligent Russians overshadows in 
importance all questions relating to foreign 
politics. A new, broad, and liberal movement 
seems not only under way but gaining mo- 
mentum daily; and the best feature of it is 
that it is entirely divorced from any radical 
revolutionary propaganda. 


the interior, has given the movement impetus, 
but has done so against the most powerful 
influences, and behind the scenes a bitter 
struggle is waging for imperial support. 
During the coming week the first test of 
strength is likely to occur, the result of which 
may mean much for the history of Russia. 

The policy of reaction, -which has grown 
steadily since the accession of Alexander III. 
seemed suddenly to lose its main bulwark 
when Minister Plehve fell. With the advent 
of Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky and his frank 
appeal for a policy of mutual confidence be- 
tween government and people, a tremendous 
liberal rebound occurred, raising, perhaps, 
unjustifiably high hopes and aspirations. 

An American, enjoying absolute political 
freedom, can hardly appreciate the full sig- 
nificance of what the changes that have oc- 
curred since Prince Mirsky's tnauguration 
mean. The Russian policy as regards Fin- 
land if not reversed has been greatly amelior- 
ated, and the Finnish national diet will meet 
next month. Only yesterday prominent Fin- 
landers who were exiled under the Plehve 
régime received permission to return to their 


+ own country or to go abroad if they desired 


todoso. The oppressive activity of the police 
throughout the empire has been largely re- 
lax 


Signs of Radical 

Banishment by administrative order has 
been abolished; hundreds of political pris- 
oners exiled to Siberia have been recalled; 
the Jews have received assurances of the 
dawning of a brighter day; the doors have 
been thrown open at two of the biggest trial 
proceedings in Russia (the Schaumann trea- 
gon trial and the Jewish trial at Gomel), and 
the method of treating student demonstra- 
tions has been radically changed. Persuasion 
is being substituted for Cossack charges. 

But nowhere are the changes so marked as 
in the matter ofthe press. After years of the 
strictest censorship, Russian papers sudden- 
ly found their voices within the last fortnight 
and were remarkably plain spoken in the dis- 
cussion of internal affairs, and especially in 
connection with the forthcoming meeting of 
zemstvo representatives. 


Liberty for the Press. | 

Long accounts of the Schaumann and 
Gomel trials have been printed, and even 
particulars of student demonstrations with 
resolutions offered at the Polytechnic insti- 
thte declaring that what was wanted was 
not confidence but an end of the war and 
the immediate convocation of a national 
assembly. Such an unprecedented publica- 
tion made the Russian public rub its eyes 
in amazement. 

Prince Ouktomsky, editor of the Viedo- 
mosti, said today that never within his mem- 
ory had Russian newspapers been allewed 
such liberties. 

Storm of Opposition. 

In the meantime about the head of Prince 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky has raged a storm of op- 
position, All the reactionary elements, in- 
cluding the solid bureaucracy, have used all 
the weapons at hand to undermine him. M. 
Pobiedonosteff, procurator of the holy synod, 
has warned the emperor that if rumors at- 
tributed to court circles are credible au- 
tocracy and orthodoxy will both be in danger 
if the present movement is not stopped 


promptly. 


LOST.IN SWAMP FOUR DAYS, 
LAND CRUISER LOSES MIND. 


Man Found by Hunters North of Duluth, 
Minn., Suffers from Cold, Hunger, 
and Fear of Wolvés. 7 


Duluth, Minn., Nov. 13.— [Special. ]—James 
Murphy of Duluth was found in a tamarack 
swamp thirty miles north of here yesterday 
by hunters wandering about demented. 

His hands and feet were badly frost bitten 
and he was in a pitlable condition as the re- 
sult of exposure and terror over being lost 
four days in the timber while land cruising. 

Murphy was unable to give any account 
of his experiences to his rescuers. He fan- 
cied wolves were after him.

JAP PRINCE IN CHICAGO 


WARRIOR, COUSIN OF EMPEROR, 
SEES FLOWER SHOW. 


Gen. Sadanaru Fushimi Views Chrys- 
anthemums in Lincoln Park While 
on Way to Washington to Give the 
President a Message of Good WII 
Distinguished as a Soldier in the 
Present War-—Recalied to Be Near 
the Ruler. 


With his country engaged in a death 
struggle, his imperial highness Prince Sada- 
naru Fushimi, cousin of the Japanese em- 
peror, yesterday afternoon viewed the chrys- 
anthemums at Lincoln park. He spent near- 
ly an hour at the show, overlooking none of 
the features, and then resumed his drive with 
the Japanese consul. 

The prince lingered longest over the chrys- 
anthemums named after the army and naval 
heroes of his land—Marshal Oyama, Admiral 
Togo, and others—and once, when his eyes 
rested on the flower named after the brilliant 
Gen. Kuroki, whom the morning papers had 
reported slain. he seemed about to speak, but 
passed on, members of his suite following 
silently. 

Prince Travels Incognito. 

Prince Fushimi arrived in the morning 
from San Francisco and went to the Audi- 
torium. Annex, where he engaged. the suite 
that once was occupied by Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton. Except for the drive and the visit to 
the flower show, he did not leave his apart- 
ments until he departed in the evening for 
Washington. He dined with Yoshito Kom- 
ma, acting Japanese consul, and received a 
few of the Chicago Japanese. Although the 
prince travels incognito. a suggestion of his 
rank was given by his richly accoutered 
aid de camp, the only member of the party 
in uniform. 

Prince Fushimi is 46 years old, taller than 
the average Japanese, slender, and military 
appearing. The object of his trip is to de- 
liver to President Roosevelt a message of 
good will from the emperor of Japan, and 
to visit the St. Louls exposition. He is ac- 
companied by A. Sato, grand master of his 
household; Count S. Terashima, Maj. S. Mi- 
hara, his aid de camp; N. Watanabe, master 
of ceremonies, and Dr. K. Rokkaku, court 
physician. 

Through Mr. Sato, Prince Fushimi said: 

“TI will not have an opportunity to visit 
Chicago longer this time, but expect to on 
my way to St. Louls later. I have been told 
that this is the most progressive city in your 
country. I have passed through here once, 
twenty years ago, on my way to Paris, where 
I completed my military studies. Everything 
in the United States is expressive of prog- 
ress. I do not care to discuss the war in the 
east. My visit to the president is merely an 
expression of the good will of Japan. I ex- 
pect to visit the principal cities of the east 
and to spend some time in St. Louis, where 
Japan has a large exhibit. I shall sail from 
San Francisco on Dec. 28.“ 


Distinguished as a Soldier. : 
Prince Fushimi has been a soldier from 
boyhood. He distinguished himself in the 
war with China in 1894 as commander of the 
Fourth tnfantry brigade. In the present war 
he was in command of the First division of 
the second army, which landed in Manchuria 
last May. He jumped into the freezing water, 
breast deep, as his launch reached the shore, 
and, wading, was one of the first to reach the 
shore. Im this battle he calmly ate his long 
delayed breakfast, while the shells were 

bursting over his tent. During the fighti 
he displayed all the qualities of an able gen- 


Prince Fushimi’s most brilliant military 
suceess was achieved at the battle of Nan- 
shan on May 25. He commanded the division 
in the center, where, for two days the fight 
waged. The enemy was driven back to Port 
Arthur at the point of the bayonet. For this 
achievement the prince was promoted to the 
rank of full general. Soon afterward he was 
recalled, to be near the emperor.

WAVES ROLL OVER SEA WALK. 


New Lawn Along Lake Shore Drive 
Inundated as Result of the 
High Wind. 


The heavy wind yesterday brought an un- 
pleasant fact to the attention of the Lincoln 
park commissioners.

If it is profitable that there should be only 
six railroad systems in the west, then there 
will be only six railroad systems in the west. 
But it does not follow that the nation should 
be as unconcerned as it was when there were 

If Mr. Hill and Mr. Harriman can make 
more money by ceasing to compete then they 
will try to cease to compete. This is legiti- 
mate self-interest. But legitimate self - in- 
terest on the part of the individual may pro- 
duce a situation demanding the attention of 
the community. 

Let us admit, therefore, that railread con- 
solidation is required at the present time by 
real and not by artificial economic pressure, 
Let us admit that it is a matter of admin- 
istrative necessity and fot of stock market 
buccaneering. Let us admit that the gentle- 
men who are elbowing their way toward the 
formation of a railroad trust on a national 
scale are actuated only by normal, decent 
business principles of economy and divi- 
dends, Let these things, sometimes doubted, 
stand for the moment undoubted. It does 
not follow that the people of the United 
States are not justified in becoming restive. 

When legitimate personal business enter- 
prise acquires the proportions of national au- 
tocracy in any department of industry it be- 
comes a fit subject for national interest and 
investigation. The autocrats may be angels. 
Certainly in this case they are no worse than 
the average man. Tom, Dick, and Harry 
would do what they are doing if Tom, Dick, 
and Harry were in their places. But that 
is not the point. Mr. Harriman’s motives 


one is justified in hating Mr. Harriman. 
What the nation is concerned with is the re- 
sult of Mr. Harriman’s work. And that re- 
sult is an approach to autocracy.

This is an industria] age. The mastery 
of industrial action is in a strong sense the 
mastery of the age. It makes no difference 
how innocent of evil intentions the men who 
have achieved that mastery may be. The 
mastery remains. 

.Mr. Roosevelt has intimated in his mes- 
sages to congress that in such cases na- 
tional attention is demanded. There must 
be nothing within the nation greater than 
the nation. This does not mean an attack 
on capital. It means simply that when capi- 
tal gets national power the nation must see 
to it that its power is not abused. 

The members of the next congress should 
begin to study railroad consolidation to the 
end that they may do nothing rash and fool- 
ish and yet may protect the manufacturers 
and traders of this country from the poten- 
tial tyranny of the greatest of all possible 
trusts. ;

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DAY, being St. Leopold’s day, is cele- 
brated in Belgium and by Belgian le- 
gations and consulates all the world 
over as the name's day of King Leo- 
pold. In Catholic countries it is not 
the anniversary of the birth but the day of 
the saint from wifom the name is taken that 
is ‘observed, and this is the reason why no 
attention is accorded to April 9, which is 
the actual birthday of the king, all the ob- 
servances, official and otherwise, being re- 
served for St. Leopold’s day on Nov. 18. 
This is the only day in the year that King 
Leopold goes to church and attends divine 
service. A special service is celebrated in 
honor of the day at the ancient church of 
Ste. Gudule at Brussels, which everybody 
belonging to the male sex attends in full uni- 
form, The king is received in grand ec- 
clesiastical state by the principal prelates 
of. the kingdom and by the clergy of the 
church at the main entrance of the sacred 
edifice and marches in procession up the 
central aisle under a magnificent canopy 
to his seat within the chancel rail. He car- 
ries in his hand a gorgeously bound mass 
book of pompous dimensions which he pe- 
ruses with an appearance of devotion 
throughout the ceremony, and which on his 
return to the palace of Laeken is locked up 
once more out of sight until the requrrence 
of St. Leopold’s day twelve months later. 
King Leopold will be 70 next April, but 
with his long white beard, bent figure, and 
halting gait * older than his actual age. 


Few people in this country have any idea 
of the suffering which royal personages 
have to endure in Europe from the lack of 
privacy inherent, to their rank. An extraor- 
dinary illustration thereof was furnished 
the other day at Madrid on the occasion of 
the particularly sad death of the king of 
Spain's elder sister, the 22 year old princess 
of the Asturias, who succumbed to failure 
of heart forty-eight hours after giving 
premature birth to an infanta. ; 

If ever people yearn for privacy it is when 
gathered around the death bed of a dearly 
loved daughter, wife, and sister to receive 
her last farewell. Queen Christina, King 
Alfonso, the Infanta Maria Theresa, and Don 
Carlos of Bourbon, husband of the dying 
woman, were thus assembled after the prin- 
-eess had received absolution from the father 
confessor of the family, when suddenly the 
great folding doors of the apartment were 
thrown open, and, escorted by the halber- 
diers of the royal guard, the grand almoner 
of the court, followed by all the canons and 
dignitaries of the chapel royal, some forty in 
number, by all the grand dignitaries of the 
court, and officials of the royal household, 
and by all the grandees, men and women, 
who happened to be apprised in time of the 
impending ceremony, marched into the death 
chamber, each bearing a lighted candle. All 
dropped on their knees, the halberdiers as 
wel] as the others, and after administering 
the viaticum the grand almoner commenced 
to recite the prayers for the dying, to which 
the responses were made by the attendant 
clergy and by all others present. Before 
twenty minutes had gone by the princess had 
passed away. 

While the scene was solemn, yet the pres- 
ence of that vast crowd of people, some of 
them comparative strangers and barely 
known to the royal family, at such a moment 
must have added to the distress of the 
reaved husband, mother, and other relatives. 
They would naturally have preferred that 
the young princess should have been left to 
them and ta their old family chaplain and 
trusted spiritual adviser during those last 
sad moments, 

But the inexorable laws of Spanish court 
eitquette require that it should be otherwise, 
and that when a member of the royal family 
is about to die—and sometimes the death 
agony is terrible to behold, though it was 
not so in the case of the princess of the 
Asturias—all the dignitaries of the court, all 
the guards on duty, the servants of the pal- 
ace, and all the noblemen and noblewomen 
of grandee rank who may happen to be at the 
palace should have the right to put in an ap- 
pearance around the royal death bed and to 
witness the royal demise. . 


It is in keeping with those other barbaric 
customs which exact that the corpses of 


| Spanish royalty should be reduced to the 


condition of a mummy by not merely monthe | 


but years of exposure to the dry atmosphere 
of the vaults cut in the rock on which the 
palace of the Escurial is built before being 
laid to their last rest in the tomb that forms 
a feature of the palace mausoleum and 
chureh; which requires the presence of all 
sorts of great dignitaries of state at royal 
births, to safeguard against any danger of 
suppositition, and which at Vienna, at Dres- 
den, at Munich, etc., demand that the heart, 
the viscera, and the brain of the royal dead 
should be consigned to the care of other 
churches and cathedrals than those where 
the niutilated body is laid. 

The existence of royalty is marred by many 
thorns, and one cannot feel astonished that 
they should sometimes express their eager- 
ness to barter all the advantages of their 
rank for those enjoyed by even the humblest 
peasantry—namely: privacy and immunity 
from the laws of court etiquette. 


The counté@s of Seafield, who has recently 
joined the Salvation army, and who has 
been writing to the English newspapers to 
refute certain statements about her hus- 
band, is the widow of the tenth earl of Sea- 
field, who died out in New Zealand, after an 
extreordinary career, during the course of 
which he figured as gold digger, pound keep- 
er, farm laborer, and process server to a 
county court. It is her son who is the pres- 
ent earl of Seafield, and although in addi- 
tion to his earldom he is Viscount Reidhaven., 
and Lord Ogilvy in Scotland, and Lord 
Strathepey in the peerage of the united 
kingdom, besides being chief of the great 
Scotch clans of Colquhoun, of Grant, and 
of Ogilvy, yet he does not possess a rood 
of land in Great Britain and makes hishome 
with his young’wife, the daughter of a New 
Zealand village doctor, out in the antipodes, 
where he was born and reared 

The reason for this condition of affairs 
is as follows. The fifth earl of Seafield was 
insane. The sixth therefore succeeded to 
vast accumulations of rent, and as long as he 
lived provided a home for his numerous sons. 
When he died, however, his eldest son, the 
seventh earl, was asked to share the accumu- 
lations with his brothers. He refused, and 
thereupon his brothers went tolaw, being de- 
feated. So embittered was the earl against 
his brothers by their going to law that at his 
death he refrained from leaving them a sin- 


gle penny, bequeathing every vestige of his’ 


property to his only son, the eighth earl. 
When the latter died, young and unmarried, 
in 1884, in pursuance of his father’s wishes 
he ignored his uncle, who was to succeed to 
his honors, and left the whole of the immense 


| Sea@field estates, which are exceedingly valu- 


able, to his mother, Caroline, widowed coun- 
tess of Seafleid, who still owns them. I may 
add that the property comprises the Balma- 
cann estate, which has been occupied for’ a 
number of years on lease by Mr. and Mrs. 
Bradley Martin of New York. 

The present earl has shown a good deal of 
independence in his dealings with old Lady 
Seafield, who is exceedingly imperious, and 
has declined absolutely to comply with the 
exacting requirements which she put for- 
ward as the condition for granting him from 


the Seafield estates an income sufficient to 


maintain his peerages with a proper amount 
of dignity. Perhaps she likes him all the bet- 
ter for the strength of characte. which he 


| has shown in the matter. For she has an- 


nounced her intention of bequeathing to him 
the whole of the large Seafield estates at her 
death. 

His own mother, the widow of the tenth 
earl, wasaserious minded woman even be- 
fore she joined the Salvation army, and far 
from being a woman of the humbler classes, 
as has been alleged in a number of the Eng- 
lish newspapers, was a daughter of an army 


officer of the name of Evans, a scion of that 


old Irish family of which Lord Carbery is 
the chief. It was partly through pride and 
partly through religious scruples that on the 
death of her husband, she, although almost 
destitute, declined the offer made by old Caro- 
line, countess of Seafield, to take charge of 
the young earl on the condition that he 
should break off all relations with his mother 
and New Zealand relatives, undertaking, 
however, to settle a handsome allowance on 
the mother. She, unlike Dearest in “ Little 
Lord Fuuntleroy.“ rejected this offer, being 
un willing to part from her boy, and fearing 
that his religious faith might be imperiled 
if he were brought up by so worldly a woman 
as old Caroline, countess of Seafield.

LCANOES have been not unaptly 

compared to boils. Like boils, they 
are “external indications of inward 
disturbances.” They are due to the 
action of that force which causes and 
has caused, directly or indirectly, most of 
the great changes upon the surface of our 
globe, its internal heat. 

The temperature of mines increases one 
degree for every thirty-five to seventy-five 
feet of their depth. This has given rise to the 
belief that the interior of the earth may bea 
mass of molten lava. Water is continually 
finding its way, by various channels, into 
the earth. Before it has gone far downw 
it reaches a region whose temperature is so 
high as to raise its heat to the boiling point; 
and if it finds no way of escape to the sur- 
face it may keep on getting hotter and hotter 
until its heat is greater than that of liquid 
iron. As all know, such hot water expands 
with enormous force, and if at last it finds 
a weak place in the crust of the earth ft will 
blow it up as it would the boiler of a loco- 


wir 


and molten lava from the interior with it. 
The mternal explosion and its external 
sults will be a volcano, 
Practically all volcanoes are in or near the 
sea. When an extinct one is found inland, 
no matter how far, it is a sure sign that the 
tides of the ocean once rolled not far from 
where it stands. It used to be thought that 
volcanoes oceurred in or near the sea be- 
cause the water of the sea leaked through its

could be generated elsewhere. The most au- 
thoritative modern geologists reject-this ex- 
planation. Heat is constantly flowing out 
of the earth into the surrounding atmosphere. 
Enough escapes every year from a square 
mile of surface to boil many barrels of water. 
Now, the sea is constantly depositing layers 
of rock on its bottom, which make it harder 
and harder for heat and steam to escape from 
the parts of the earth which are covered by 
water. 
therefore, is that the heat and steam under 
the sea, instead of gradually passing off, as 
do the heat and steam: under the land, ac- 
cumulate until there is a large quantity of 
them and then with great violence blow a 
hole in the earth and rush out as the steam 
of an engine rushes through its safety valve.

When lava escapes from a 
volcano it is generally a fluid with a tempera- 
ture of about 2,000 degrees and flows over the

‘PERRY CHARGES 
FOR GRAND JURY. 


Conference on New Evidence 
Makes Further Hearing 
Almost a Certainty. 


NEW FACTS ARE SAVED. 


| Discoveries Are to Be Used Only 


in the Attempt to Secure 
Arson Indictment. 


A grand jury investigation of the arson 
charges against Isaac N. Perry became al- 
most a certainty yesterday as the result of a 
conference between Fire Attorney Johnson, 
Assistant State's Attorney Lindley, 
State’s Attorney Deneen. 

Important new evidence, which Attorney 
Johnson said last night had been brought to 
light, was discussed at the conference. All 
of the attorneys for the prosecution refused 
to talk of the evidence beyond declaring it 
materially strengthened the case against 


Warrants Closer Investigation. 


In view of this additional information and 
the general mass of evidence which had been 
gathered previously it was decided that the 
charges of arson against the former bank 
president were supported sufficiently to war- 
rant a more thorough sifting than a justice 
court hearing could furnish. The case be- 
fore Justice Foster will not be dropped, but 
will be prosecuted as energetically as it has 
been thus far. The new material, however, 
will be saved for the proposed grand jury 
investigation. 

We believe sufficient prima facia evidence 
already has been presented by the prosecu- 
tion,“ said Attorney Johnson, to warrant 
the holding of Perry over to the grand jury. 
Other facts which have just been found out 
we do not think it necessary to introduce in 
the justice court hearing. | 

A rearrangement of the evidence advanced 
by the prosecution will be made, it was 
stated, and together with the fresh facts will 
be presented to the grand jury through the 
state’s attorney's office. 

Justice Court Hearing Today. 

The new course adopted by the prosecu- 
tion is expected to shorten the hearing before 
Justice Foster. Attorney Johnson said, how- 
ever, that a half dozen witnesses summoned 
by the prosecution remained to be examined. 
He does not expect to rest the case until 
Wednesday. 

Among the witnesses who will testify today 

are Edwin C. Day, who, acting as receiver, 
sold the Pease Car and Locomotive works 
to Perry, and Bernard A. Eckhart, a former 
director of the National Bank of North 
America. The prosecution hopes to bring 
out In the latter’s testimony the fact that 
Perry had financial difficulties in the opera- 
tion of the Hegewisch plant. 


Defense Has Many Witnesses. 


The defense, according to Attorney Moritz 
Rosenthal, has twenty-five witnesses at hand 
to show that the charges against Perry are 
unfounded. 

“It has not been decided yet,” he said, 
“whether we shall move to have the case 
dismissed for want of sufficient evidence 
against our client. If we do, it will not be 
because we have po evidence in defense of 
Mr. Perry.” 


DEATH COMES TO J. S. GIBBS. 


Banker and Old Resident of Chicago 
Passes Away After a Ling=r- 
ing Iliness. 


James 8. Gibbs, vice president of the Lill- 
nois Trust and Savings bank, died at his 
home, 400 Superior street, yesterday after an 
iliness which lasted several months. He was 
61 years old. 

Mr. Gibbs was born at Rochester, N. ., 
and at an early age he came to Chicago with 
his father, George A. Gibbs. At the age of 
20 he embarked in the grain business with 
his father, who built the first elevator erected 
on the Chicago river. A few years later he 
entered the banking business, and at the time 

of the incorporation of the Illinois Trust and 
Savings bank he was made cashier, a position 
which he occupled until 1002, when he was 
advanced to the position of vice president. 

In 1878 he married Miss Rowena M. Mul- 
ford of Huntsville, Ala. They have one child, 
Anna de Mar, the wife of a Paris architect.

Northwestern begins today to prepare for 
Minnesota, whom it meets next Saturday 
on Marshall field.

The Gophers, by equaling Michigan’s score 
against Wisconsin, proved themselves fully 
as strong as the Wolverines, which means 
that Northwestern will have to improve a 
great deal to stand any show.

How They Treat Mei, Servants.: 


Mrs. Alec Tweedie, the London author, was telllag us the other day now, her sient | 
father pensioned off his servants after thirty years’ service and-how he nad seven such 
pensioners. Beven and eleven year servants she has had in her cwn house. 


A Well Known Hostess 


“We cannot expect perfection in our do- 
mestic service, but it is possible by painstak- 
ing and patient teaching to create a respect- 
able and helpful serving class. Servants are 
apt to take their tone from their employers— 
to be civil if they are civil, and insolent if they 
are insolent. The head of a house is apt to 
De copied by his flunkfes. One primal law 
we must mention—a hostess should never re- 
prove her servants in the presence of her 
guests, it is cruel both to guest and servant, 
and always shows the hostess in an unami- 
able light. Whatever may go wrong, the lady 
of the house should remain calm: if she is 
anguished who can remain happy? 

“The mistress must carefully define the 
work of each, or else hire them with the 
understanding that neither shall ever say: 
This is not my work,’ It is sometimes quite 
impossible to define what is the exact duty 
of each servant. 

“The one thing which every lady must 
firmly demand from her servants is respect. 
The harassed and troubled American woman 
who has to cope with the worst servants in 
the world—the ill trained, incapable, and 
vicious peasantry of Europe, who come here 
to be as good as anybody,’ and wha see that 
it is easily possible to make a living in Ameri- 
ca whether they are respectful or not—that 
woman has a hard task to perform. The 
mistress must not lose her temper. She must 
be calm, imperturbable, and dignified always. 


If she give an order she must insist at what- . 


ever personal cost that it shall be obeyed. 
Pertinacity and inflexibility on this point 
are well bestowed. 

** Conscientious servants, who comprehend 
their duties and who try to perform them, 
should, after a certain course of discipline, 
be allowed to follow their cwn methods of 
working. Interference and fault finding in- 
jures the temper of an inferior, while sus- 
picion is bad for anybody, and especially 
vs hay against the making of a good serv- 
an 


To assure your servants that you believe 
them to be honest is to fix in them the habit 
of honesty. To respect their rights, their 
hours of recreation, their religion, their feel- 
ings, to wish them good night and good morn- 
ing in the pretty German fashion, to assist 
them in the writing of letters, and in the 
proper investment of their earnings, to teach 
them to read and write, and to make their 
clothes so that they may be useful to them- 
selves when they leave servitude—all this 18 


the pleasurable duty of a good mistress, and 


such a course makes good servants.” 


A College Girl Says— 


The — girl became a domestic servant 
for a time for observations and she says: 

“ A few more evolutionary stages, a nearer 
approach to the old apostolic spirit of uni- 
versal love, the coming of really consecrated 
leaders, and the passing of bosses may solve 
our social difficulties, domestic and other. 
Meantime the individual employer must 
struggie with his own difficulties. As a 
housekeeper coping with present conditions 
there would be found in my constitution sev- 
eral unalterable rules: 

1. Never under any consideration Will 1 
engage an applicant whose face and bearing 
do not in my judgment declare her worthy. 
My need for somebody * shall not entrap me 
into taking anybody. 

“2. Shall I ever fail to remember that the 
employé is as worthy consideration and 
fairness as her employer ought to be? I trust 
I shall remember, the days of slavery being 
passed, that my girl, cook, or other maid is 
not my property, and that she is entirely free 
to leave my employ for that of any other 
hqusekeeper who shall make it worth her 
while as free as the wind that blows. Nor 
shall I hlackguard the more fortunate woman 
who can offer superior attractions. Just 
why the salaries of all cooks should be uni- 
form any more than the salaries of all private 
secretaries should be uniform, or just why a 


' domestic employé alone of all workers should 


not be open to business propositions from 
other houses while still in employ, it W be- 
yond human ingenuity to discover. Finite 
mind can find no just or rational support for 
the present strong social sentiment to the 
contrary.

Don't engage a servant without having a 
clear understanding as to what he or she is 
expected to do. 

Don't give an order and then forget it and 
contradict yourself. 

Don't send orders to one servant through 
another if you can avoid it. 

Don't discuss servants in general or those 
of any particular nationality while you ore 
being waited on at table. 

Don't promise a holiday or any e 
and then take it back. 

“ Don’t spy upon your servants; take pains 
to be sure they are honest and then treat 
them rationally. 

Don't expose them to temptation by leav- 
ing money carelessly about as if it had no 
value for you. 

Don't go into your servants’ rooms unless 
you have reason to think they are not clean. 
They have a right to some privacy. 

Don't blame servants for every fault or 
mistake and then leave good service un- 
thanked. They would rather, being human, 
be scolded and praised than have uniform ex- 
cellence taken for granted. 

Don't expect in your servants a perfec- 
tion which would be impossible in any human 
daun 

Don't talk of one servant in the hearing of 
Don’t discuss one servant with 
another. 

Don't rely on information given you by 
one servant of the other without first in- 
vestigating. Often ill feeling and jealousy 
prompt a false report. 

Don't fail to see that their beds are good 
and their rooms properly cared for. 

Don't expect servants to perform duties 
without proper utensils to work with, Have 


dust sheets, cloths, brooms, brushes, pails, 
chamois. dusters, etc., and require each 
servant to look after his or her own articles. | 

Don't neglect to have inventory of china, 
glass, silver, and bric-&-brac of each servant | 
coming and going.

LETTER ro JUDGE GROSSCUP 
TELLS OF CROWDED CARS. 


George E. Hooker Writes Complaining 


of Deficient Service in Halsted Street 


and Gives Figures. 


In an open letter sent yesterday to J 
Grosscup protesting against the conditions of 
travel on the South Halsted street electric 
line, George E. Hooker takes the judge to 
task on the ground that he pays more atten- 
tion to the quarrels of the Union Traction 
company and its underlying companies and 

ixveir contentions with the city than to the 
actual condition of service. 

Mr. Hooker concludes that the company 
which compels the overcrowding of its cars, 
as in South Halsted street, is guilty of ex- 
tortion and adds: 

Furthermore, can it be expected that the 
judicial guardianship of such public utilities 

fll command popular confidence when that 
guardianship seems to be solely engrossed 
with the quarrels and contentions—between 
themselves and against the city—of the pri- 
vate owners and exploiters of those utilities, 
while the rights of the passengers go by the 
board? I find that since the west and north 
side car lines passed under the conduct of 
your court, something like 200 documents, 
involving perhaps 5,000 pages of printed mat- 
ter, have been considered by you in respect 


to such private rights, while so far as 1 


have been able to learh, not a single report 
has ever been ordered or made, or a singie 


page printed, showing the actual conditions 


of the daily service rendered to passengers.“ 

Mr. Hooker says that the company has 
withdrawn even the extra cars run in the 
summer. On Friday, Oct. 28. he observed the 
operation of the line for ten hours. He 
found that during the morning rush hour 77 
per cent and during the corresponding even- 
ing hour per cent of the cars were in differ- 
ent stages of congestion, most being in the 
extreme stage. Outside of these rush hours 
nearly one-half of the cars, he deciares, are 
unduly crowded.

MADE IN DYING STATEMENT. 


Kansas Editor Believed in Divine Power 
and That a Devil Exists Only in the 
Heart of Man. 3

The death of Col. D. R. Anthony has awak- 


ened a keen interest in his religious be- 
liefs. The following article written by his 
son published in the Times this morning 
sets forth his final religious convictions: 

“One night last week during one of his 
few conscious moments he called one of the 
members of his family to his bedside and dic- 
tated the following. statement relative to 
his religious ideas: 

I die in ‘full confidence of a divine power, whe 
made and controls the universe—that there have 
been no changes of control so far as we know. 

Whatever was made by that divine power is 
perfect and remains perfect. 

80 far as the other world is concerned we do 
not know. Divine is for good and not for evil. 
We believe that we should do unto others as we 
would be done by. 

“I don’t believe God ever created a devil. I 
don't believe that devil existe anywhere except 
in the heart of man or beast. 

“Col. Anthony never professed any re 
ligion, but always exhibited a deep interest 
in any discussion of biblical matters. The 
teachings of Buddha appealed to him strong- 
ly, and he many times during life had ex- 
pressed admiration for the wonderful power 
and great influence for good of the Roman 
Catholig church.“ 


LEW WALLACE IN GOOD HEALTH. 


Denies Reports That He Is in Critical 
Condition—Spends Little Time 
on Autobiography.
